allow them to have out their grief 
alone. 


The father was taken in and viewed 


the body, and after 
about a half 


hours' talk, was brought back to New- 
ark, and lodged in, his cell. 


Here he "was seen by an Advocate 


reporter, Tuesday morning. ' He was 
haggard in appearance, and came to 
the front bars of his cell with 
a 


countenance which 
exoressed 
the 


deepest grief. He was asked concern- 
ing the dead child. He immediately 
broke down, and his grief was pitiable* 
Tears coursed down his cheeks as he 
told of the child's illness which was 
cholera infantum. 


"Will you attend the funeral?" 
"I certainly will, if I am permitted. 


Just to think of me being locked up 
here for a crime I never committed 
and my babe lying dead. I will give 
testimony at my trial which will prove 
to the most prejudiced that I never 
committed the murder of which I am 
charged.

Werts is now but I have heard that 
she is at the home of her father, Jack 
Werts.

Peace Conference 


WILL BE HELDIAT THE HAGUE 


UNDERSTANDING IS REACHED WITH 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


Proposed Date and Ofiiclal Program 


Will Soon be Announced at 


St, Petersburg. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
19.—The an- 


nouncement from St. Petersburg that 
the Czar is ready to take steps tg call 
a second session of the peace confer- 
ence at tiie Hague, was received with 
pleasure by the officials of the govern- 
ment today. At the state department 
it is said no formal notification of 
the Czar's intentions has as yet been 
received. The meeting will probably 
be next May or June. 


St. Petersburg, Sept 19.—An invita- 


tion to the powers to attend a second 
peace conference at The Hague hag 
been issued 
by Emperor Nicholas. 


It has been officially announced here 
that "The Russian government pro- 
posed to address the foreign powers 
with a view to the holding of a peace 
conference at The Hague," but it is 
known that negotiations preceding 
this announcement that the govern- 
ment "proposed to address the pow- 
rs" were entered into especially with 
the United States anrl were conducted 
ivith the greatest secrecy, there being 
not the slightest inkling that Russia 
contemplated anything of the kind. 
It is impossible yet to learn the pro- 
posed date of the second conference 
or to gain even an approximate idea 
regarding it; but it probably will not 
be greatly delayed. Russia as the 
power convoking t1-? 'Conference will 
srobably submit an official program, 
he other powers submitting sugges- 
:ions. 


That Russia should plan a meeting 


despite the steps already taken by 
President Roosevelt was heard with 
amazement. It is clear that the step 
could not be taken by Russia without 
first reaching a complete understand- 
ng with President Roosevelt. The 
'act that President Roosevelt is re- 
ported as being entirely in sympathy 
with the proposal, and that he is said 
:o believe that to the initiator of the 
first Hague conference should belong 
he honor of convoking the second, 
and readily and gladly acceded to the 
lusisan proposal, is clear proof that 
he conference has already been eall- 
d and that President Roosevelt re- 
inquished his part in it to the em- 
)eror.

BIG BOOM AT BULLFROG 


Expert Tells of Gold Finds at 


Nevada Mining Camp.

former United Stated .Senator Wil-

Former United States Senator Wil- 


liam M. Stewart of Nevada, who up to 
March 4 of this year had worn the toga 
almost uninterruptedly for throe dec- 
ades, is the licro of one of the greatest 
booms that has ever been known to 
strike a western mining camp, says a 
special dispatch from Goldh'eld, Nov., 
to the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. 
'A stampede is on to get into Bullfrog, 
Bixty-five miles south of 
Goldfleld, 


,\vhere sensational gold discoveries are 
being made almost daily. Scores pass 
en route dally through Goldn'eld, going 
Into the new diggings. 


Amid draperies of chintz and hang- 


Ings of geranium colored silk, with 
double curtains of white satin, you are 
ushered into the desert home at Bull- 
frog of the former senatorial Titan, In- 
dian fighter, miner and speculator. 
Massive chairs and settles of carved 
oak, Florentine cabinets freshly re- 
touched, costly specimens of Sevres 
and Limoges china meet the eye on 
every side. The walls are covered with 
email pictures, chiefly portraits and 
miniatures of great men. Though long 
past threescore years" and ten, Stew- 
art's massive frame and huge, patri- 
archal white beard indicate prodigious 
.vitality and energy. He is built like a 
Stalwart, hairy as Samson and strong 
as Milo. He is earning thousands in 
fees as a practicing mining lawyer in 
Bullfrog at the age of seventy-eight. 


Stewart bought a lot at Bullfrog* a 


few months ago, before a score of 
people had settled in the town that 
now harbors a few bustling thousands. 
iWhen tents were at a premium for or- 
, dinary purposes of subsistence the 
Jumber and furnishings that have con- 
tributed to make his palatial desert 
home were being drawn across the 
desert from Tonopah,ninety miles to the 
north, via Goldn'eld, by mule teams. 


"It was enough for me," he said re- 


cently, "to see the great dikes on Ladd 
mountain, 
Bonanza mountain and 


Montgomery mountain, that lay hard 
by this town of Bullfrog, to realize 
that on this spot, where the town site 
has been platted, must arise in time 
the greatest mining camp the west 
has ever seen. In Goldfield, on the 
Bame stretch of mountainous desert, 
eighteen months ago town lots sold 
for $25 and $50 that have since fetched 
all the way from $5,000 to $8,000. 
Goldfield is a great camp. It abounds 
Jn great gold mines that have already 
made their mark and seem destined to 
contribute to the world's gold supply 
at the rate of anywhere from $5,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000 per year. 


"I think I gave Goldfield as careful 


an examination as any man could 
.•who had at.his beck the best talent 
among the country's mining engineers. 
1 believe in Goldfield. But when I 
came-here (Bullfrog) I saw what struck 
me as the opportunity of a lifetime. 
It has come to me late, but even in 
my advanced years I could not forsake 
•what appeared to me to be the great- 
est opportunity of a man's life. 


"If I had twenty grandsons I would 


plant them all here and let them grow 
up to be millionaires during the course 
of this present decade. 
There are

so small a radius of territory—three 
miles.

VAST ELK RANCHES, 


Michigan Pla,n to Supply Market With 


Elk Venison at ReaBonable Price. 
O. R. Fowler, a prominent banker of 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., has come to 
Chicago to present to certain business 
men of the city a scheme for utilizing 
the waste lands of northern Michigan 
and 
AVisconsin, says 
tfee Chicago 


Chronicle. 


Thousands of acres of land in that 


section have been left waste by the 
cutting down of the timber, and as 
they are unfit for agricultural purposes 
it is proposed to utilize _at least a por- 
tion of them by starting great pre- 
serves of elk, with a view to supplying 
the market with elk venison at reason- 
able rates. The idea has already been 
worked out to good advantage in Can- 
ada and in a small way in the upper 
peninsula of Michigan. 


According to Mr. Fowler, the elk are 


very prolific, and with proper care thu 
elk farms, or ranches as they should 
perhaps be called, can be made to 
yield big profits. They require very 
little care, and there has always been 
an excellent market for the venison, 
which at present commands from 50 
to 65 cents per pound. A similar move- 
ment was put on foot in New England 
several years ago, and the most grati- 
fying results have been attained. 


The elk ranchers of Canada state 


that the elk are not destructive feed- 
ers, nor do they range widely when 
properly cared for and not molested. 
They can be cared for as easily as 
cattle and give better profit. 


Mr. Fowler states that arrangements 


are practically complete for the estab- 
lishment of several ranches on proper- 
ty owned by Chicago lumbermen. Chi- 
cago and Sault Ste. Marie capital ex- 
clusively will back the enterprise. The 
necessary 
animals for starting the 


business will be brought from some of 
Mr. Fowler's Canadian farms. 


PLAN TO BREAK SOCIAL ICE 


Wife of Colorado'* Executive Won Id 


Sit While Receiving. 


The wife of Governor McDonald of 


Colorado believes that women who are 
obliged to hold formal receptions on 
account of their husbands' official po- 
sitions should be allowed to sit while 
receiving their guests, says a Denver 
dispatch.

BOOMING 


Is American Trade In Russia, Follow- 


ing Removal of Retaliatory Duties. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 19. —The re- 


moval of retaliatory duties on Ameri- 
can imports already has proved a 
great stimulus to American trade 
here. The agents of American houses 
have wired directions'for the shipment 
of engines, pumps and other machin- 
ery as soon, as the order rescinding 
the duties takes effect. 
The prompt 


action of the agents is necessary in 
order to land goods at Cronstadt be- 
fore the close of navigation, so as to 
avoid heavy costs of railroad trans- 
shipment from ice-free ports in the 
southern Baltic, and also in order to 
take advantage of the favorable rates 
under existing treaties, as before nav- 
igation is reopened the new and high- 
er scale of duties based on the treaty 
recently made will greatly increase 
costs. 


Suffrage In Poland. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 19.—The Sol- 


sky commission has elaborated the 
conditions governing the representa- 
tion of the people of Poland in the nar 
tional assembly. The voters will be 
divided into three classes, the first to 
be composed of landed proprietors, 
the second of members of cantons 
owning from three to twenty acres, 
and the third of urban electors. Thir- 
ty-six members will be returned from 
Poland. 


Denied by Norway. 
- . 


Christiania, Norway, Sept. 19.—An- 


other semi-official denial of renewed 
charges of Norwegian mobilization of 
troops was issued in Norway papers. 
It is declared that Norway has made 
no military preparations except such 
as are absolutely necessary from a de- 
fensive point of view and that the re- 
port that practically all the troops in 
central Norway and in the frontier dis- 
tricts have been mobilized is untrue. 


Shot at Watchman. 


South Bend, Ind., Sept. 19.—Several 


shots were exchanged between 
two 


suspicious charters and Thomas Hack- 
ney a watchman at the Clement Stude- 
baker mausoleum at the cemetery. 
Hackney asserts that the movements 
of the men attracted his attention and 
when he appeared they fled, at the 
same time firing with revolvers. Hack- 
neys asserts that on« of the men was 
wounded. 


Municipal Universities. 


New York, Sept 19.—Dr Charles W. 


Dabney, head of the University of Cin- 
cinnati, who has been investigating the 
sj'stem of conducting city universities 
in England, arrived from Antwerp on 
the steamer Zeeland. He visited Bir- 
mingham and Manchester, Glasgow 
and Liverpool. The municipal univer- 
sities in England, he said, are far 
ahead of those In this country. 


Circus Tent Collapsed. 


Maryville. Mo.. Sept. 19.—The big 


tent of Ringling Brothers' circus col- 
lapsed during a storm hero. One man 
was fatally injured, five seriously hurt 
and over two score others bruised 
or trampled upon. Charles Robinson, 
ron of H. E. Robinson of the Maryville 
Tribune, was struck by a falling pole 
and prorably fatally injured. 


SHORTAGE 


Of Twenty Thousand Admitted by a 


Government Cleric. , 


Washington, Sept. 19. — James W. 


Boyd, a clerk in the public health and 
marine hospital service, was arrested 
on a warrant sworn out by Chief Clerk 
W. P. Worcester of that office, charg- 
ing him with embezzlement. The dis- 
lovery of facts leading to the charge 
was made last Thursday in Boyd's ab- 
aence, and the amount abstracted will, 
according to Boyd's own confession, 
reach not less than $20,000. 


It was Boyd's duty to prepare bills 


for the approval of the surgeon gen- 
eral, and when checks were signed 
they were delivered to him to be 
mailed to the persons for whom they 
were Intended.

"Whisky pillows" are the latest de- 


vice of moonshiners to dodge the Unit- 
ed States internal revenue authorities, 
says the Chicago Post.

resorted to in the sale.of illicit whisky, 
but the "pillow" is the latest and most 
novel. 


Burton Holmes, the lecturer, who has 


been In the mountains of Tennessee re- 
cently, tells of discovering the pillows 
thus:

the small town of Jellico, which is on 
the state line between Tennessee and 
Kentucky," he said. "Some one sug- 
gested a trip up the mountains to get 
pine needles or balsam pillows from 
the mountaineers, who sell them to the 
few tourists that reach this wild re- 
gion of the Blue Ridge.

HAS SITE FOR A 


NEW OHIO PEN 


Gov. Herrick Would Take Over State 


Land Near Columbus—Suggests 
Farm Work For Trial Prisoners. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 19. — Governor 


Herrick stated that he had for some 
time been looking into the possibility 
of taking over the bulk of the land 
at Morgan's Station, near this city. 
held now as a custodial farm in con- 
nection with the Institution for Fee- 
ble-minded Youths, as a site for a new 
penitentiary. There are 1,000 acres of 
this land, only a portion of which is 
now being utilized. The 
governor's 


plan is to take at least 1,200 acres of 
this for the penitentiary site. The re 
mamder might still be used without 
interference for custodial farm pur- 
poses. 


Governor Herrick said: "The pres- 


ent penitentiary site is valued at 
something in excess of ?750,000. With 
such an amount assured toward the 
new building, the balance might be 
counted 
upon without serious hin- 


drance to the financial interests of the 
state and .?itbout burden to the tax- 
payers. With such an area a peniten- 
tiary farm might be operated with 
benefit to the prisoners and profit to 
the state. Many of the prisoners who 
can no work In the shops might easily 
be utilized upon the farm, immeasur- 
ably to their benefit from a health 
standpoint. Any production beyond 
the'needs of,ttic institution "might bp 
disposed of to other state institu- 
tions." 


The governor could place no approx- 


imate figure for the cost of the pro- 
posed structure. 
The plans had not 


been prepared, and until that was 
done such an estimate would be im- 
possible. To erect and equip a build- 
ing' suitable, and to enclose the farm 
with a wall, may cost in excess of 
$1,500,000. Legislative action will be 
necessary before the actual carrying 
out of the plan can be attempted.
